Nears 13,000 
Jarman States 


Council Elects

• APPROXIMATELY 13,000 stu- 
dents have registered for the fall 
term, Dr. Burnice Jarman, Uni- 
versity Registrar announced this 
week Of this number almost one- 
fourth are new students. 

Dr. Jarman stated that aside 
from a few scattered Instances of 
crowding that were observed, the 
registration systems seemed to 
work satisfactorily He attributed 
this to a decentralized registra- 
tion set-up and tne spirit of co- 
operation displayed by the stu- 
dents. 

Procedure closely followed that 
of last yea" with forms secured at 
the Registrar’s Office, filled out 
in the Student Club, taken to the 
Dean fur approval, and finally to 
the cashier. 

Decentralization was accom- 
plished by having each subject 
assipmed tc a different room. 

Comparison with last year's 
registration shows that the Uni- 
versity enrollment has increased 
by about 3.C00. Approximately half 
the students admitted last year 
were new or readmitted.

Speaking of factors in medical 
education whl^h need attention, 
the assistant Surgeon General of 
the Navy emphasized the need for 
shortening tne medical course 
without lowering standards, and 
the need # or good general practi- 
tioners, as well as a broader back- 
ground for the embryo doctor. 

Eighty-six new freshmen, In- 
cluding nine women, represent- 
ing 26 rtates and 60 colleges, were 
welcomed by Dr. Marvin and Dr. 
Bloedorn. They saw 31 new facul- 
ty members and a roster of dis- 
tinguished guest/ including the 
Surgeon General of the Army 
introduced, and listened to an 
outline of their future in the 
tradition*! opening exercises. 

Another highlight of the cere-, 
mony was the unveiling and pres- 
entation to the school of a por- 
trait 'of Dr. Howard \F. Kane, late 
profess' r of* obstetrics, by Mrs. 
Joshua Evans. Jr., of the Board 
of Tru-tee* This portrait is to 
hang in the physician's room 111 
the obstetrical suite of the new 
University Hospital. 

The convocation was closed by 
Dr. Bloedorn’s explanation of the 
new orientation program for 
freshmen, in which they would 
spend two week* being intro- 
duced to the whole field of medi- 
cine under the guidance of their 
clinical and pre-rlinical Instruc- 
tors. Tnls is an innovation de- 
signed to make the transition to 
a new type of education less dif- 
ficult. 

In regard to the meeting of the 
students and faculty. Dr. Bloedorn 
sent the neophytes off with a 
wish tiat both the students and 
the faculty would be able to sur

4. Rules prescribing a system oi account* and records 
for any activity or for each «f them.

• GEORGE WASHINGTON 
SKIPPERS THRASHED out a 
116 to 91 victory over the Kings 
Point CadeCs Sunday in an ex- 
citing series with the United 
States Merchant Marine Acad- 
emy.
